Response to Amendment

Claims 7-16 are allowed. 

Regarding claim 7, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record neither shows nor suggests an organic 
electroluminescent device including the combination of all the limitations as set forth in 
claim 7, and specifically a relief pattern separating the charge transport areas along 
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each first electrode and between neighboring the first electrodes and an organic charge 
transport layer having mutually separate charge transport areas which are positioned 
between the electroluminescent layer and the first electrode layer could not be found 
elsewhere in prior art. 

Regarding claims 8-12, claims 8-12 are allowed for the reasons given in claim 7, 
because of their dependency status on claim 7.
